Newly submitted claims 46-48 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Newly submitted claims 46-48 
are directed to the invention of originally filed claims 1-9, 30, and 31, which have been 
previously withdrawn from consideration in the Office Action mailed 10-01-01. 

Newly submitted claims 41-45 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Newly submitted claims 41-45 
are directed to the invention of originally filed claims 12-29, and 32, which have been previously 
withdrawn from consideration in the Office Action mailed 01-15-02. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 5, and 13-15, are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter in which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10, 11, and 33-40, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 10, 11, 33, 35, 37, and 38, line 4, it is unclear which range is recited for the 
radius of curvature of the conic body. 

Claim 38 recites the limitation "memory unit" in lines 12-13. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10 and 39, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Itoh et 
al (U.S. Patent 5,614,663), in combination with the following comments. 

Itoh et al teaches a conic body 13 formed on semiconducting material substrate 103 
(Figures 4(e), Column 5, lines 13-17, and 49-57), wherein said conic body has a radius curvature 
of 10 nm (Column 8, lines 25-26) in the vicinity of its leading end. Itoh et al teaches a process 
yielding a tip, which has a high aspect ratio (Abstract). It would have been a matter of routine 
optimization within the teachings of Itoh et al to determine a suitable aspect ratio to achieve the 
conic body formation step. 

Claims 1 1, 33, 35, 37, and 38, would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 34, 36, 40, would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
